The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The amendment filed June 27, 2006 amending paragraphs 2-4 of column 3 is 
improper, because: 

1) the arrows on the right had side of the column should be deleted, and 

2) the double brackets on line 4 and 14. Note 37 CFR 1.173(d)(1) stipulates the 
use of single square brackets and not double brackets. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Furthermore, on the first page of the amendment filed June 27, 2006 the word 
"strikeout" should be changed to "brackets" since striking out is not permitted in 
reissues. 

The relevant parts of 37 CFR 1.173 are: 

(d) Changes shown by markings. Any changes relative to the patent being 
reissued which are made to the specification, including the claims, upon 
filing, or by an amendment paper in the reissue application, must include 
the following markings:
